SHKnaiAbV OmriM. — The nomadic army of 
Gen Sherman hat been divided into two grand 
w ings, the right and left, and placed under the 
command of hie two senior subordinates — Ma- 
jor-Generals Slocum and Howard. His Chief 
of Cavalry is Brigadier-General Kilpatrick, and 
bit Chief Engineer Captain 0. M. Poe, of the 
regular army. It will interest our reader- to 
kani who these officers are from an exchange. 
Mgjor-Gcneral H. W. Slocum is. next to Gener- 
al Sherman, the ranking officer ol the army. 
Since General Hooker's retirement he has com- 
manded the 2 oth corps, and on this march com- 
mand* the right wing, composed of the 14tb 
and 30th army eorpa. He Is a graduate of West 
Point, and entered the present war as Colonel 
ol the 27th V. Y. 8 . volunteer*, with Which be 
fought at the first battle of Bull Run. He was 
coon after made Brigadier-General, and served 
throughout the Peninsular campaign,- first as 
brigade, then as division commander, in Gen- 
eral Franklin's fflh army cor] is. Boon after the 
battle of Aniietam, General Slocum was assign- 
ed to t he command of the 12 th army corps, suc- 
ceeding General Banks, and remained in com- 
mand. fighting gallantly and efficiently at Chan- 
cellorsville and Gettysburg, until that corps was 
consolidated with the 11 th, last winter, when 
General Slocum was assigned to the command 
of the poet of Vicksburg. He held this until 
August last, when he was called to his present 
command. wLIch includes his old corps— the 
old 11 th— and a division of new troops under 
General Ward, of Kentucky. General Slocum 
ha* performed nearly four years of faithful 
•ar vice 

Major-General Oliver O. Howard, who com- 
mund* the left wing of General 8 herman s army 
(composed of the Army of the Tennessee— the 
15th and 17th corpa) U also a graduate of West 
Point, and entered the war as Colonel of the 
4th Maine volunteers. He was oarlc appointed 
Brigadier-General, and commanded a brigade, 
under General Sumner, in the division of Gen- 
eral Bedgn if k, at the battle of Fair Oaks, In 
Wbkk he lost hi* right arm. Subsequently he 
b w- assigned to the command of the division, 
WhuAi her* me known as the Id division of the 
*d army corps, and he was the first general «.ffi 
eer to cross the river at the first battle of Fred- 
ericksburg. in December, 18C2. In November, 
1862, General Howard was made a Major-Gen- 
eral. and sai ly in 1863 he relieved General Sigel 
of the eotnnir.nd of the 11 th corps, with which 
he fought at the battles of Chancellor-grille and 
Gettyaburg. and subsequently under Sherman at 
Missisoary Ridge, in November, 1863. He held 
(Lis command until the consolidation of the 
llih, early hot spring, when be was assigned to 
the command of the 4th corps, and participated 
ta the campaign against Atlanta, up to the 
death of General McPherson, when he was as- 
signed to the command of the Army of Ten- 
newee, which he now holds. 

Brig. -Gen. -Jud-on Kilpatrick, the well known 
officer, is in command of the formidable cavalry 
force which forme part of Gen. Sherman *6 armv. 
It is said to number lo.ffoo men. He entered 
the war a* Lieutenant-Colonel of the 2d New 
York Cavalry, which regiment soon became 
famous under hie lead lor dashing operations. 
Bis esmmand o;ier*ted effectively in the north- 
ern part of Virginia during the Peninsular 
campaign, and subsequently became attached 
to the Anuy of the Potomac. He made several 
dashing raids toward Richmond, and in the 
winter of 1863 received the appointment of 
Brigadier -General. When the cavalry was con- 
solidated into one corps, Gen. Kilpatrick was 
assigned to the command of the Sd division, 
with which he participated in innumerable 
fights during the Chancellor? ville, Gettysburg, 
and Culpepi>er campaigns. When Gen. Grant 
took the held with the army of the Potomac. 
Get. Kilpatrick was sent west to serve with 
Gen Sherman, which be ha? most faithfully 
done, having heeti severely wounded during the 
Atlanta campaign. If the gates of Augusta or 
Savannah can be ridden down by cavalry, Kil- 
patrick and hit- men will do it 
Gapt. Orlsndo M. Poe, Gen. Sherman's Chief 
of Engineer*, i? an officer of rare merit and 
ability. He graduated at Weal Point, entered 
the engiueer corps, and subsequently was ap- 
I sauted Colonel of the 2d Michigan volun- 
teevw. succeeding the lamented Gen. Richardson 
With thia command. CoL Poe served through- 
out the Peninsular campaign, and Just before the 
hattie of Frederick*! iurg his regiment was trans- 
ferred to the 8 Ui army corps. During the win- 
ter of 1863, CoL Poe received the appointment 
of Brigadk: .General from the President, which 
be declined, and, resigning his volunteer posi- 
tion, he returned to his rank in the engineers, 
and was made Chief Engineer of the 9 th army 
eorpa. under Gen. Burnside, in which capacity 
he served with great efficiency in the East Ten- 
nessee campaign, constructing the impregnable 
fortification? at Knoxville and elsewhere iu that 
region He was subrequeotiy transferred to the 
staff of Gen. Sherman, and has superintended 
all the siege operations of the great campaign 
•gainst Atlanta. He now aceomi<anie* the army 
ta the same capacitr. and has charge of the 
|>oo«ttooc trains, of which there are two. one 
with each wing. CapC Poe is a thorough gen- 
tleman. an efficient officer, and a brave man.

He was pa- 
roled at Richmond, and sent through to Wash- 
ington, where he was discharged and paid off, 
his tern of service having expired. His cap- 
ture resulted from the want of clcarncs? and 
distinctness in the delivery of an order, which 
wa* to detail a faithful and trustworthy* officer, 
and twenty brave and reliable men, to kindle a 
number of fires in front of the rebel lines, and, 
after the performance of thi^duty, to retreat. 
The object was to deceive the enemy by creat- 
ing the impress'on that the Union forces had 
encamjicd for the night, and thus facilitate a 
retreat. From some inadvertence,' Lieutenant 
King was told to hold the position which he oc- 
cupied at all hazards nntil ; further ’orders. As 
there was do further order given, the Lieuten- 
ant and hi* gallant men stood their ground un- 
til morning, when, to their great surprise, they 
were convinced, by surrounding, indications, 
that their comrade* had left. They therefore re- 
solved to attempt to reach a point to which they 
supposed their friends had retreated. They had not 
proceeded more than eighteen miles . when they 
were so overcome by fatigue, hunger, and loss 
of sleep, that they were compelled to scatter 
through the country in search of food. Before 
they succeeded, they were captured by roving 
band* of Confederate soldiers. The flr-t thing 
the relfcl* did wa* to strip the Lieutenant of hi* 
uniform and give him in exchange an old worn- 
out rebel suit covered with "gray backs,” and 
at the same time cut off hi* mustache, remark- 
ing that he looked too damnad savage! Like a 
lamb before his shearers, he was dumb, and. 
In hi* humiliation, opened not his month. He 
remained In the Richmond prison about twelve 
days, when he and one of his men were 
paroled and sent to our lines. The Lieutenant

Prof. Benjamin Silliman, at the advanced age 
of eigbty-four. The event occurred in New 
Haven on Thursday last He was eminent as a 
scholar of general scientific attainments, bnt his 
•(■ceialties were materia medic, and chemistry. 
He was the eon of the Revolutionary Gen. Gold 
Sclleck Silliman, and graduated at Yale sixty, 
eix year* ago. He first turned hi* attention to 
the law, but afterward* entered his alma mater 
•* Profosw r of Chemistry, and visited Europe 
to j effect himself in a science to which but lit- 
tle attention had been then directed in this coun- 
try. His impressions abroad were given to the 
world In a valuable book of travel*, and after 
hi* return he wa? zealous in chemical Investiga- 
tion*. and his lectures in the collegiate course 
were distinguished for their perspicacity and in- 
terest. He was the founder of the “American 
Journal of Science and Art*” in 1818. which he 
conducted for nearly twenty years, during which 
he again visited Europe. Eleven years ago he 
resigned hi? professorship, but still continued 
to lecture, ODd wa* one of the earliest of our 
savant* to impart scientific information by 
me«n* of popular lecture*. There are thou-

It would do more good than the 
value of three hundred loaves expended in dif- 
ftise charity. 

Iloma for ot-R Artisan?. — London, New 
York, and other large cities have been of late 
years exerting tlicm-elves to improve the byge- 
ine and increase the comforts of the working 
classes in their crowded localities. It unfortu- 
nately never occurs to those who possess philan- 
thropy as well as capital, that they should guard 
against the evils of densely crowded populations 
lather than exert themselves to remove them 
when they are found to exist.

The objects tha. were dear 
to them in life, and the homes in which they 
moved, and were modelled alter their ideas of 
the beautiful and for their love, become to the 
living, sacred, arc guarded with jealousy and 
clothed with a reverential charm. To the J 
American people. Mount Veraou, the home of 
Washington, will ever be dear. As we pay 1 
homage to the memory of the noble chieftain, j 
so wc honor his home, and regard it as even too 
sacred for thc thought of sacrilegious wrong. 

In the commencement of the re'ielliop, that 
ablest of Gc-nerals, thc venerable Winfield Scott, 
issued an order that Mount Vcrnou should re- 
ceive thc protection of the Federal armies, and 
that no officer, or soldier, under anv pretext, j 
should desecrate thc soil by a single act of 
despoliation. It was a noble order, and showed 
how deeply the memory of Washington was 
reverenced by the veteran, war-worn Gen- 
eral. Nearly four years have elapsed since j 
then, and Mount Vernon has stood a I 
bright, peaceful spot, around which tho : 
turbulent waves of a sea of fierce warfare have 
rolled. Its vicinity has been in possession of 
both Federal and Confederate armies, and. 
whether the gray-clad or thc blue-u:.it'ormcd 
soldier wandered through the grand old shades, 
thc memory of the illustrious dead was always 
sufficient to injure to it protection. The visitor, 
while musing in solitude in the home of Wash- 
ington, ha* often been startled by thc di-tant 
murmurs borne to his ear of the fierce clash of 
arms and the angry roar of iuttle, ret the shock 
l-assed, and Mount Vernon remained as peace- 
ful and as free from despoliation as before. 
The very thought of Washington awes thc 
mind and calls for respect and homage to all 
things sacred to his memory. This respect for J 
thc memory of America’s illustrious dead shoald I 
inspire us on all occasions. By their genius and I 
teachings the destiny of a nation has l-ecn I 
shaped, aud to them we owe our greatness as a 
free and pro-; wrens people. Their savings \ 
have become household words, and their homes, ' 
in which they lived, moved, and passed the ' 
happiest moments of life, should be held I 
sacred so long as a thought of them remains. I 
Thc military and chi! authorities should co-op- [ 
crate in furnishing protection to such homes, 
and every exertion should lie made to preserve I 
them from the ravages of war. It is deeply 
painful to see a spot of this kind given up to 
despoliation.

Several days ago we spent a few brief hours In 
the beautiful city of Lexington, and paid a visit 
to that classic spot, dear to Kentuckians, and ‘ 
sacred to the people ol America — Ashland, the 
home of the sage, the orator, the statesman 
Henry Clay. As vve gazed upon the broad, rich 
lauds, a reverential feeling stoic over us, and 
the miuu was busy with thoughts of tho past. 
This, then, was thc home of Henry Clay, 
whose eloquence fired a great people, and 
swayed the destinies of a nation. Here was the 
retreat where he had spent thc more quiet 
scenes of his life, and gathered around 
him objects and forms of love. The 
drive leading up to the house wound through 
stately evergreens, which half sheltered the 
mansion from view. The old house has disap- 
peared, and on its ruins has bccu erected a 
stylish edifice of modem structure.

fiSTGencrnl Schofield teleirraphs to General 
Th tma? from Franklin, William-on county, 
Tcnn., that on Wednesday afternoon at four 
o’clock thc rebels made a heavy attack upon 
his works, but were repulsed at all point* with 
heavy loss, probably to tbe extent of five or six 
thousand men, while our casualties were not 
more than one-tenth of that number. Wc have 1 
one thousand prisoners, including a Brigadier- 
General. Four desperate charges were made in 
a body four lines deep upon our masked bat- 
teries, aud each time the rebels were repulsed 
with heavy loss. Forrest was on the field, but 
could not rally his men. At seven o'clock heavy 
reinforcements reached Schofield, and thc com- 
plete rout of the enemy followed. The plans 
of General Thomas have been admirably ar- 
ranged; he has trolled the rebels on to the very 
place where lie was prepared for them in 
strongly intrenched ro.-ition. But a portion of 
tbe Union army was engaged, while there is a 
heavy left w ing resting at Murfreesboro, waiting 
events, and a time to advance and strike. The 
town of Franklin has beeu the quarters of our 
reserves; it is eighteen miles south of Nashville, 
upon thc soutli bank of Harpeth river, but our 
principal defences are erected upon the north 
slue, opposite thc town, while thc ma#kcd bat- 
teries encircled the town. A very pretty trap 
was set for them. 

Tbis will be a sharp and decisive campaign, 
we think. Beauregard, who is supervising thc 
movements of this rebel army, had his advance 
of one corps at Waynesboro Tcnn., on the lDtb, 
under Cheatham; two other corps were at Flor- 
ence, Ala., and Corinth, Miss. On the 22d, with 
re inforcements of f',000 under Dick Taylor, the 
w hole force moved toward Pula.-ki, and General 
Thomas issued orders to fall back to Columbia, 
crossing Duck River. General Beauregard 
followed, bringing his army further from 
liis base. All our outlying detachments 
at Athens, Decatur, and Huntsville were or- 
dered to fall back; there have been no supplies 
accumulated south of Nashville since For- 
rest's last summer raid, so that this was easily ef- 
fected. Thc rebels are from forty to forty-five 
thousand strong, about one-third of which is 
Forrest’s cavalry. Ilood is laid up with rheu- 
matism at Florence: and wc presume Forrest, 
next in command to Beauregard, is at the head 
of this e X] 'edition. The Richmond paper* an- 
nounce that Beauregard is in Georgia in the 
rear of Sherman, but we do not believe he baa 
left Tennessee. If he has done so, then Forrest 
is in command of Hood’s army. 

tfiT Tbe British press still continues its tirades 
against the capture of the Anglo- rebel pirate 
Florida by the Wachusett in the Brazilian 
waters at Bahia. The reason for this is apparent, 
and the British Government Ls anxious to ob- 
tain some protest of the combined European 
power# against the act, for it can imagine that 
a vessel like the Florida may be seized in a 
British poi t by our cruisers, when the question 
of hex outfit and armament in the “neutral” 
shipyards of England must come up in a Court of 
Admiralty, and that question would be an im- 
portant one. If a vessel is built in England, 
manned by Englishmen, sent out of an Engli-h 
port to prey upon our commerce, and, when 
she returns to the same irort, without having 
made any other harbor, is received by salutes 
from British forts and vessels, there will be n'ee 
questions for adjudication, and a heavy bill of 
damages for all tire depredation* committed 
upon our mercantile marine, to be settled here- 
after; and tiii- i- the reason why John Bull 
wants a little Lacking from the continental 
powers on the Bahia affair. 

We find in the Washington correspondence 
of tbe Pittsburg Commercial some important 
facts which bear directly upon thc seizure of 
the Florida. Thomas F. Wilson, our Consul to 
Bahia, is a citizen of Pittsburg, and we may 
therefore presume that thc correspondent's ac- 
count is semi-official. Thc Wachusett ran into 
Bahia on the 2d of October, and the Florida 
came in on the 5tb, anu, at the invitation of the 
Brazilian Admiral, anchored un ler the guns of 
a fort and alongside thc war vessels for safety. 
Captain Collins, of the Wachusett, at first 
positively declined to accede to Consul Wilson's 
proposition to capture the Florida while in port. 
The Consul challenged the pirate Captain to 
meet and fight our vessel outside the harbor, 
but Captain Morris declined. Mr. Wilson and 
some or tLc officer! of the Wachusett determined 
to obtain a tug and run her down, but were 
unable to procure one. Finally, those who were 
anxious to rid the ocean of thi? scourge, induced 
Capt. Collins to hold a consultation, the result of 
wLichwas his reluctant assent to her capture in 
port. How this was effected we have already 
show n; it was a daring act, under tho eixty-tive 
gnns of thc Brazilian fort, and within a few hun- 
dred feet of three large war vessels and another 
fort of twenty-two guns. Our Consul was con- 
stantly on Lctu-d the. Waclmsctt from the time llio 
Florida entered Bahia, and alter tlic action there 
wa* no way for him to land and re-ume the du- 
ties of the consulate, so be was compelled to 
leave all hi# i-erst-nal effects, which were doubt- 
le-s destroyed by the crew of the p.rnte, aided 
by the rabble of the town. Mr. Wilson Ls now 
in Washington City arranging his affairs, and 
there can be no dcubt that it was upon his 
official urgency that Capt. Collins consented to 
carry ont h is views. 

ifJT Dixie is stretching its intent gaze upon 
Georgia, but whatever it sees it is very retii QUt 
in communicating. The route of Sherman 
however, is pretty well defined. There seems 
to be little doubt a* to his capture of Milieu and 
the release of Union prisoners. HU cavalry 
dashes ahead, Invests points, and in this part of 
the campaign Kilpatrick will not m'iss one ad- 
vantage. There is no permanent occupation of 
any place; the ety U “onward” to gain some 
co-operating point with the navy, and there are 
so many feints that no one can yet tell where 
he is going. Thc nation reposes confidence in 
him, and he knows what he is about. Sliilea is 
some eighty miles from Savannah and sixty 
from Augusta, and, whichever of these place# is 
his objective, he can move down or up 
on thc Central Railroad and afterward destroy 
it to prevent pursuit. While the Richmond pa- 
pers are hinting that Sherman U in a tight place 
and that immense forces have been sent down 
to intercept and crush him, it is evident that tbe 
rebels must depend upon the railroads to trans- 
port their troops, and they have not the requi- 
site rolling-stock for that purpose, even tf Slier 
man should not have accomplished their tota 
destruction. There is no need of speculation ; 
Shermin is now, on this second day of winter, 
just where he expected to Le, accessible to our 
fleets, aud prepared to go north or south 
Wherever he intended to strike. 

O'The Savannah Mew* of the SSd ult., refer- 
ring to Sherman’s movement, says it is “the 
forced retreat of a \ ietorious army tlirough a 
hostile country,” and adds; “As Napoleon was 
forced to retreat from hU conquest of Moscow, 
*o is his feeble and heartless imitator, Sherman, 
•forced to retreat Horn Atlanta, the capture of 
wliich cost him the loss of a larger army than 
that which he now commands. ” Thi# is great 
military criticism. Sherman enters the State of 
Georgia from the northwest, penetrates to At- 
anta, there gathers munitions for an advauce, 
starts toward the capital, captures the Legisla- 
ture in session, and is still marching ou through 
the very heart of the State to the seaboard end 
Savannah, the great commercial emporium 
of Georgia; and the News calls this a “forced re- 
treat.” Napoleon went back on his advancing 
track, but if lie could have started direct for St. 
Petersburg it would not have been a greater un- 
dertaking than Sherman's swoop over the entire 
State of Georgia from the mountains to the 
ocean. 

foT Pedestrians have a right which eques 
trians and Jehus are bound to respect. Thc 
United States Circuit Court at New York has 
given a verdict of fri/jOO to a person for dam- 
ages sustained, while crossing the street, from a 
stage. The law is that pedestrians have the 
first right to the crossing, and that drivers of 
vehicles must consult the safety and convenience 
of tbe person crossing the street on foot. Drivers 
of vehicles should make a note of this fact and 
not run persons down in the streets by fast 
driving around tbe corner#. 

<jr Three men wrote from different parts of 
England to the London authorities, each de- 
claring that Muller wa# innocent of the murder 
for which he was to suffer the death penalty on 
tbe l lth ult., and that they committed the deed. 
Thi* was “bulling’’ the murder market a little 
too high. But it is a John Bull habit; whenever 
you give him a good thing he does not know 
when to stop.

tJrA gross act of inlmmanlt' wa# committed 
at Camp Nelson last wesk. It l# well known 
that since July last that place ha# been the prin- 
cipal recruiting station in this State for thc en- 
listment of colored troops, and since that time 
nearly ten thousand have been added t© our 
army from this depot alone. As might have 
been expected, many of thc families of the re- 
cruits followed them to camp, some under the 
impression formed from representations of thc 
recruiter! giofficers, that the freedom of thc father, 
guaranteed to him by the Government in case 
of his enlistment, extended also to recruits’ 
families; and other#, being driven from their 
former homes by the masters who refused to 
support the families of their servants if the men 
should cnlLt. When thc men enlisted, how- 
ever, they received the assurance that their 
families should surely be protected, and up to 
this time they have been allowed to remain in 
camp, providing for their support by cooking 
for tbe employe.*, washing, or in any way that 
seemed open to them. In this manner they 
provided for their helpless little ones, until ou 
Wednesday of last week, the day before Thanks- 
giving to God for all Ills mercies, in the intense 
cold that came so suddenly upon us, they 
were summarily ordered to leave camp. 
The little huts which they had built to 
shelter them during the approaching winter 
were ruthlessly lorn down over their heads, aud 
by meu wearing thc uniform of our country, in 
w hose cause their husbands and fathers had en- 
listed, and were willing to peril their lives that it 
might survive the shock of treason. They were 
hurried into wagons, carried six or eight miles, 
aud left by the wayside, w ith nothing to pro- 
tect them from the pitiless storm, w ithout food 
and shelter, and there were three or four hun- 
dred of these poor creatures, women and chil- 
dren, wanderers aud outcasts, perishing from 
starvation and thc rigor of tlic weather in a land 
of plenty, and w hen the humblest home in the 
land was feasting on it* Thanksgiving dinner. 
Thc gentleman who furnished us the particulars 
of this heartless barbarism send# a copy of an 
affidavit relating to one family turned out, and 
we are assured that it is only one of many of a 
similar kind that have been taken and will be 
presented when thc inhuman outrage receives 
investigation by proper authority. We present 
the affidavit in full : 

C.vmp Ni-.lsos. Ky., Nov. 20, 1834. 

Tersonaily appeared before me Edward B. W. 
Restieaux, Captain and Assistant Quartermaster. 
Joseph Miller, a man of color, who, being dulv 
I sworn, upon oath says: I was the slave of 
I George Miller, of Lincoln couutv, Kentucky. 

I I have always rebided in Kentucky^ and nm now 
1 a soldier in the service of the United State*. I 
1 belong to company I, 124th regimeut U. S. C. 
inlantry, now stationed at Camp Nelson, 
Kentucky. When I came to camp for the 
purpose ’of enlisting— about the middie of Oc- 
tober, 1804 — my wife and children came with 
me, because mv master said that, if 1 enlisted, 
he would not maintain 'them, and I knew they 
would be abused by him when I left. I hail 
then tour children, aged respectively ten, nine, 
seven, aud four tears. On mv presenting 
ut'self as a recruit, I was told by the 
Lieueuant in command to take my family into 
, a tent within the limits of the camp. Mv 
wife and family occupied the tent by the ex- 
press permission of the aforementioned officer, 
and never received any notice to leave until 
Tuesday, November 22d, when a mounted guard 
gave my wile notice that she aud her children 
mu.-t leave camp before carlv morning. This 
was about six o'clock at nigtit. My little boy, 
about seven years of age, had been verv sick, 
and was then slowly recovering. My wife had 
no place to go, and so remained until morning. 
About eight o’clock on Wednesday morning, 
November 2:’d, a mounted guard eirne to mv 
tent and ordered my wife and children out of 
camp. The morning was Litter cold. It was 
freezing hard. I was certain it would kill mv 
sick child to take him out iu the cold. I told 
the man in charge of the • vard tha* it would 
be the dea'h of my boy. Ill hha that mv 
wife and children 'bad' uo rlece to go. f told 
him that I was • soldier or the United Slate- 
lie told me that It did not make any d ; 
l'cieucc, lie had order* to taka all not r 
camp. He told my wile aud fatni!” 
that if they did not get’ up in thc wagon which 
he had lie would shoot the last one of them. On 
being thus threatened, my wife and children 
went into the wagon. Mv wife carried her si k 
child iu her arms. When they left the tent the 
wind was blowing hard, and’cold, and, having 
had to leave much of onr clothing when we lelt 
our master, my wife, with her little ones, was 
poorly dad. I followed them as far as the lines. I 
had no knowledge where they were taking them. 
At night 1 went iu search of my family. I found 
them In Nich olas vllle, about six miles from 
camp. They v6re in an old meeting-house 
belonging to the colored people. The building 
was very cold, fcaviug only one 'fire. My w ifc 
and children could not get nearer thc fire be- 
cause of the number of colored i>cople huddled 
together by the soldiers. I found mv wife aud 
family shivering with cold and famished with 
hunger; they had not received a morsel of food 
during the whole day. Mv boy was dead. lie- 
died directly after getting down from the wagou. 
I know Le was killed by exposure to the in- 
clement weather. I had to return to camp 
that night, so I left my fumilv in thc meeting- 
house, and walked hack. I had walked there. 
1 travelled in all twelve miles. Next morning 
I walked to Nicbolasville. I dug a grave mv- 
self, and buried my own child. I left my familv 
in the meeting-house where they still remain. 
And further thi# deponent saitff not.

We were opposed to the policy of recruiting 
negroes, but when that policy was legalized by 
Congress and carried out into practice wc have 
lelt that it was unpatriotic to throw impedi- 
ments in the wav of enlistments. One of the 
principal objections to the policy was the ap- 
prehension of the very state of things which 
has occurred at Camp Nelson. It is necessary 
that immediate steps should be taken to relieve 
the terrible suffering there anfi the appeal is 
enforced to nil who possess the feelings of com- 
mon humanity. A few of the officers and others 
at the camp have subscribed and sent provis- 
ions to them, but the number of sufferers 
is so great that the sympathy of the 
whole community should be enlisted to 
relieve their want.#, avenge their wrongs, 
and expose the authors of this outrage 
to merited opprobrium. We have a report that 
Gen. Burbridge, who is absent at the front, hav- 
ing had the matter brought to his notice, ha* 
promptly ordered that steps should be immedi- 
ately taken for their return, and also for their 
profitable employment and protection. This 
would be very creditable to the head and heart 
of Gen. B., but vve don’t under-tand how the 
communication between Camp Nelson and Cum- 
berland could have been effected In so short a 
time. 

i^yWe have been considering what disposition 
we should make of several articles returning 
thanks through the Journal for Thanksgiving 
dinners, but we have been puzzled to find room 
for them. The Cincinnati Commercial, in a 
similar fix, says: “We would be very gLvl to 
accommodate all the i>eople in the country who 
are grateful for the turkeys provided for them 
to cat on Thanksgiving day, and who are still 
able to sit up iu bed and write a few lines for 
the newspapers, and who have favored us with 
eloquent expressions of their gushing thank- 
fulness, in copious manuscript designed for 
publication, in order that ail the world mar 
be infoi med who was good enough to give them 
turkeys, and liow they all feel about it. But, 
really, as Thanksgiving is over, the turkevs 
eaten, and both those who gave aud those who 
received arc comfortable physically, without au 
application of publicity, we do not think our 
columns ought to be occupied foe more than 
two or three day* with cards of thank*. Grati- 
tude is a good thing. But there should be some 
way invented to make it manifest other than in 
the newspapers. Charity is a great grace, but 
tLerc is reason to fear that it may be too much 
advert'ised.”

Subsequent to tbe appea ranee of thc above, the 
Richmond Sentinel boldly broached the project 
of carry ing incendiarism into the North, and 
lioasted that agents of tho right kind, with en- 
ergy and devoteducss. could lie obtained.

The secessionists abroad ore now discussing the 
question whether they may not, under a like 
warrant, attack and pillage the American Lega- 
tions at Paris, London, and elsewhere. For 
example, the American Legation at Paris is 
considered as American soil, aud i# inviolable to 
the authorities of the country. It pays no taxes 
to the Government, no arrests for any offence 
whatever can be made within it* doors without 
the consent of the Minister, and it is essentially 
ns well a* technically a bit of inviolable Ameri- 
can soil, moved near to the seat of the French 
Government for thc more convenient transac- 
tion of international business. Now. since the 
house of Mr. Dayton is American roil, indei en- 
| dent of the local authorities, and since France 
has granted Uie South belligerent right*, why 
may not the rebels at Paris just as well attack 
that house and pillage it as to attack and 
pillage the St. Albans Bank? If the law justi- 
fies one it w ill the other, and the American 
Ministers abroad have nothing to do but to bar- 
ricade their doors and cut portholes in their 
wails as soon as possible.” 

The Agricultural Department has just 
published the report of the Commissioners of 
Agriculture for the year 1863. Under a resolu- 
tion of the last Congress, agreed to on the 4th 
of June last, by which 160,000 copies were or- 
dered printed, this will give six hundred and 
fifty cop ies to each member. The report is very 
elaborate, constituting a volume of seven hun- 
dred pages, including report*, engraving*, and 
statistics.

The 
report will be at once distributed by Representa- 
tives in Congress to their respective constitu- 
encies.

There is not a loyal State ia the 
Union whose public authorities so utterly 
neglected the soldiers of the Commonwealth a* 
those Of Kentucky since the election of Gnremor 
f tram lette. The Military Committee, Col. Geo. T. 
Wood and Mr. J. B. Temple. were active, zealous 
provident, and immensely useful in their de- 
votion to the welfare of the soldier*. The 
brief administration of Governor Robinson was 
thoroughly alive to those important duties. 
But all's f for the history of gubernatorial 
thoughts or services, since the inauguration of 
Governor JiramUtte. Ail the other States have 
agent* to attend to the welfare of their soldiers. 
The Kentucky soldier i* utterly neglected in 
this important matter. We have felt our cheeks 
tinge witli shame in seeing the Kentnckv soldier 
receiving that assistance from other State agents 
that he had a right to get from an agent of his 
own State. Governor Bramlette ha* been im- 
portuned to attend to this duty, but has turned 
a deaf ear to every tiling of the kind. 

The State of Kentucky, our old Common- 
wealth, its elected Chief Magistrate, and ail its 
public authorities are here accused of disregard 
o the comfort# of the soldiers and of the fami- 
lies of thc heroic dead. The Military Committee 
is highly praised, and deservedly- so; Governor 
Robinson is also complimented, and we know 
that he has something of the spirit of Andrew 
Jackson about him, and would assume respon- 
sibilities; but thc Press writer, while passing 
encomiums upon others, does not leave to mere 
implication his assault on Governor Bramleite, 
but make# thc direct charge that the Governor, 
having been importuned to attend to his duty, 
has turned a deal ear to everything of thc kind. 
This defamer of our State and of its executive 
authorities is grossly ignorant of the leg! dative 
history of Kentucky within the past year, and 
he makes serious charges without having a par- 
ticle of evidence to tustaia them. Tue commu- 
nication in the Pres is dictated by thc malignity 
of a partisan, and has not thc wa-mth and glo w 
and heartiness of a philanthropic and ChrLtian 
np peal.

Idier hi the 
field and the di-ubled soldier at home — would 
constitute an ample fund I ief of the 

destitute and needy widow* and orph-u? cf > .r 
gnllrnt dead, and meet oer deM of uToUlv.de 
and duty. This fund should be entitled “Bvuntv 
Friid of the Soldier'* Widow and Orphan.” 
To mee t the present demand for relief you could 
appropriate out of your abundant tre&*'n'y, to 
be reimbursed from the fund #o raised in the 
revenue* of the coming y ear. The small sura 
levied upon each poll can oppress no one, and 
will create a fund for the be-towmeut of great 
benefits and for the partial payment of our im- 
mense debt ot gratitude Leaving the m inner 
of raising a fund for this purpose entirely to 
your w i.-e and patriotic con#iderauou and judg- 
ment, I mo.-t earnestly recommend that *ome 
efficient mode of prompt relief be adopted. 

Here was a philanthropic, patriotic, r.nd Christ- 
ian appeal made for thc a. melioration of t iecondL 
tion of the widows and orphan* of our noble 
brother* who had fallen rn thi# terrible war to put 
down rebellion. Our large-hearted Governor 
spoke of the matter as a subject which had 
cira vn brvely npon iii- sympathies and *cn*o 
of gratitude and duty; he pointed out the corn- 
ier "-cat on of inclement weather, a„d urged 
that the suffering should be averted by m iking 
timely provision for all who were, or ought to 
be, the wives and children ol the Common- 
wealth’s adoption, and this he proposed to ac- 
complish by a capitation tax of ten or twenty 
cents levied upon each male over eighteen year* 
of age. ne went further, and suggested that 
for the then immediate wants ef the destitute, 
the Legislature should appropiate, out of a » 
abundant treasury, a sum to anticipate the 
revenue to be derived from this capitation 
tax, which could be reimbursed when it was 
collected. The manner of raL-ing this fund. 
Governor B: amlette left to the wl#e aud patri- 
otic consideration and judgment of the people's 
immediate representatives, but he mo-t earnest- 
ly recommended that some efficient mode of 
prompt relief should be adopted. The persua- 
sions of our worthy Execute \ e were not suffi- 
cient to induce the Legislature to aa upon his 
suggestion#, and, after a #e*sion of nearly three 
mouths, it adjourned without taking any tue a# 
ures to provide for the de*t'uute families of oar- 
dead soldiers who had fallen in their endeavor 
to preserve the Union. Under these circum- 
stances, we have the right to regard the tone of 
the correspondent of the Press as meanly- ma- 
licious, and blumably ignorant of what steps 
Governor Bramlctte had taken, as well as of 
the feet that, in the absence of law, be had no 
power to appoint agents or expend money from 
the treasury. When our Legislature meets 
again in January next, it will be found that the 
Governor has strained point* to assist the 
soldier, and has done so at his own 
great personal risk, should the Legisla- 
ture refuse to ratify what he ha# at- 
tempted. He has been untiring in his 
endeavors and we have not the slightest hesita- 
tion in denouncing, as a misrepresentation, the 
assertion of the Pres* correspondent, that Gov- 
ernor Bramlette has turned a deaf ear to any 
importunity to attend to the welfare of Ken- 
tucky soldier*. Tbe writer's cheek should be 
tinged with shame for uttering falsehoods and 
for the suppression of the truth. Governor Braiu- 
lette * fault lias been his proposition to raise a 
fund for the support of the families of our dead 
and heroes. See how the malignity. of the parti 
sanund the asceticism of the fanatic combine to 
distort and pervert the plan w ffich the Governor 
proposed in hi* circular-letter to the editor* of 
the State.

Arriving at Max- 
rill. , they robbed Mr. Bo*!ey. the Sheriff of tha 
county, of two fine pistol , his hat, aad jl'W, 
and Mr. Perkin*, a merchant of Maxville, of 

b in good# ar.d tn- >nete They te.ea started 
lor thc neighborhood of Chaplui, Nelson coun- 
ty. Aloe a tnKe front Maxville, lu pa. log tbe 
house of Daniel Green, they found his son, 
fcamue! Green, a member of Wolford’* cavalry, 
who bad been home on furlough uot more than 
1 an boor. They surrounded the hoii ; e before he 
could e.-eai c, and, being manned, he secreted 
hintseil under r. I ed. The outlaws dragged him 
from hi* hi ling- place, wit a pistol against ais 
hero, and -hot him deed. A mile further they 
saw John Foster (who had been discharged 
from the sen it e on account of ph ; -ical disabili- 
ty :\*n year* before) st- iuing ia his father * 
yard with a Federal < vereoat on. They shot 
and killed him. The next morning, about 
breakfast time, they called at Wm. Yeagar’*, 
where they found Laac Buiner, a private iu the 
lib Kentucky infantrv. and shot him dead, rob- 
bing his body afterwards of a sum of money and 
a gold watch. Neither Green, Foster, nor But- 
ner were individually obnoxious to them, but 
wercibot because they bad been Federal soldier*. 
They avowed it U> Le their determination to kill 
all soldiers of tha Federal army they caught, 
in retaliation for the execution of their meu 
under General Burbridge'* order. From Y co- 
ver s, the; went to the bouse of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hall, of the State militia for Wa-ffilngtoa 
county, and surrounded it before he discovered 
them. He concluded to die bravely, and, hav- 
ing a Henry rifle, he gave them fight, and. it is 
said, wounded five of them. He exaxasied his 
ammunition, and they broke into hi* house, 
and, with his wife and child clinging around his 
neck, shot him dead. They shot him seveu 
time*. Their reason for thi# act of blood was 
that he bad on a former occarion c mmanded 
some home guard# in pursuit of them. A great 
many soldiers from Washington ami the adjoin- 
ing counties, whose term ot service ha# expired, 
are returning home; but the noble fellow* can- 
not remain there with any peace or safety if 
these bands of murderers and robbers ate not 
broken up, aud their bar borers and aider* pun- 
ished. 

Step's should be taken to purge the country 
of these bloodthirsty scoundrel*, l’hose that 
shield them and secretclv rejoice at aad aid 
them in the perpetration of their outrages are 
no better than the outlaws them- ' Ives, and they 
should receive the some punishment. We grow 
sick at heart at the recital of acts that would 
disgrace a barbarous age, and justice and hu- 
manity demand that some measures should be 
token to prevent the repetition of such horrible 
scenes of crime and hlood.

A RACK FOR COLOUR A. 

At 4 A. M. ou tbe 24ih, our wearied troops 
again took up tbe line of march, parallel noth 
that pur-utd by tbe enemy, and, halting or de- 
layii.g noi, at alldmicg da' oruiaht. i-ntc;-ed the 
place at daylight on the gfitii. Our cavalry had 
closely oh erred tl.o enemy’s movements, all of 
whicli tended toward this point, and, although 
for thirty hours without re-t or sleep, tbe jaded 
soldiers had been ou the march, the work of 
confti noting an exterior line of temporary 
earthworks wa^ begun and seduloatiy carried 
forward. The enemy’s cavalry harassed ttie 
skirmisheis con-idc-rublv during tiie day, hut 
gioucd no advantage. 

On the 2*’th, the enemy pressed us more 
stubbornly than the day before, and the troops 
were ret to work on an interior line of works. 
All dny the skit mkhing went on, both parties 
losing slightly, aud at night we withdrew the 
main force to the inner works. 

Kimball's and Wagner's digi-ions held the 
interior line, and Wood the outer, while Cox 
aud Ruger crossed the river with train?, the latter 
eonsti acting !lU dc/iout. During the 27th our ' 
uiinv lay quietly iu the position mentioned, 
awaiting" developments and courting battle. 
Theenciuy could be distinctly seen manoeuvring 
I his troops, "shitting from right to left, now aud 
then deploy iug skirmishers aud engaging ours, 
but evidently consuming time in an edort to 
detract attention from movements gojpg on 
elsewhere. 

The main rebel force was evidently aiming at 
s ome point along the liver iu which to secure a 
crossing. ,On the night of the 27th onr army 
withdrew to the north side of Duck river, 
and established a line crossing the Nashville 
pike, ami commanding tae lord immediately iu 
lront of the town. All day of the 2 sth we" lay 
in this position, watching the enemv and throw- 
ing up a line of light tk fences.

House, Governor's mansion, and penitentiary 
there were burned, and that the town ol Gor- 
don was also captured by the Yankees

Washington. Nov. 28. 

The Evening Star, the mail steamer, which 
arrived here t<*-d»y, reports that resterdav 
morning heavy firing was heard at City Point 
from the direction of Petersburg, but this- is of 
frequent occurrence, and was occasioned by the 
usual artillery duelling. 

On Wednesday night last, the rebels made a 
sudden attack on our pickets near Broadway 
Landing on the Appomattox, which was speedily 
repulsed. During the rain and darkness of the 
night the rebels gobbled up a Colonel and forty 
men. 

As the steamer Webster was coming down 
James river yesterday, when near Hoage Island, 
she discovered that the steamer Grevhouud, 
General Butler's despatch-boat, was making 
signals of distress. On nearing the Grevhound. 
she w as found to be on (ire- Generals Butler 
and Schenck and Admiral Porter were on board 
the Grev hound, but the steamer came and took 
them off. General Butler and his friends were 
at dinner at the time. Hud den lv the fn 'tost 
doors flew oten. and scattered the coals all aB 
the floor, driving the firemen and engim^- 
from their rooms. The Greyhound was almost 
immediate!' enveloped in flames, and, notwith- 
standing every effort to save her. she was 
burned to the water’s edge. Ten horses, be- 
longing to General Butler and staff, were burned 
to death. 

Shorllv tiefore the accident, the Greyhound 
had received from the steamer Cossack tlie army 
mail for Butler's department, which left Wash- 
ington y esterday morning, and it is supposed to 
he lost'. The Webster brought up fifty-nine 
re<>el prisoners.

Tlie officers are to be commissioned 
from such as hate honorably served not less 
than two years. 

2. Recruits will lie furnished transportation 
to Washington and will l>e credited to the dis- 
trict in which thevor their families are, and will 
be paid a special bounty of $>300 from the sub- 
stitute fund on being mustered into the service. 
Eaeli recruit who preserves his arms to the end 
of his term may retain them as his own upon 
being honorably discharged. 

8. Details of organization will be presented 
by the Adjutant-General. The bead# of the 
bureaus will detail comi*etent officers for the 
prompt examination, organization, arming, 
equipping. and supplying the corps.

Judge Bates’s resignation as Attorney -General 
will take effect on Wednesday. 

1 he trial of Colonels North and Jones and 
Cohen, charged with acting contrary to law in 
the matter of obtaining the New York soldiers' 
votes, will not he resumed before the 9tii of 
December. 

A statement appeared on a report a few days 
aeo which was erroneously attributed to the 
Washington agent, and reported for tlie Asso- 
ciated Press, that Commander Collins has been 
ordered to return to Bahia, Brazil, with his 
quasi prize, officers and crew, and purporting to 
give the result of the action of the Government 
upon that subject, with other assumed facts 
to the same connection. No such telegram 
originated w ith the agent and reporter of the 
Associated Press; but there is the best .authority 
for sa> ing that all the statements to the effect 
that differences of opinion have arisen in the 
Cabinet concerning the case of the pirate Flor- 
ida or that a decision has been made for or 
against her restitution arc without foundation. 
No action of tlie Government has been taken 
iu the case, and no discussion of it has been 
held; and the Navy Department authorizes the 
following statement: The original order for the 
Wachusctt. upon lierarrival at Hampton Roads, 
was to proceed to Boston for repairs, taking 
w ith her the prisoners captured on the Florida, 
w ho were to be consigned to Fort Warren. Be- 
fore the order reached the vessel, the prisoners 
had been sent to Point Lookout, and in a dav 
or two were transferred by the army authori- 
ties to the Old Capitol. They were immediately 
ordered hack to Point Lookout, to be returned 
to tbe Wachusctt, which at once sailed for 
Boston. 

New York, Nov. 28. 

In pursuance of Genera! Dlx's order, refugees 
are flocking to General Dix's headquarters to 
registcrtheij names. 

The Post’s Washington speciel states that the 
Richmond papers of Saturday suppressed the 
latest news from Georgia, but that there are in- 
dications that Sherman is sliii successful. 

A special messenger, just arrived here from 
Savannah, re|H>rU that no doubt exists of Sher- 
man's success. A fleet is ready to co-operate 
with him on tbe sea coast of Georgia. 

Admiral Paulding has issued an order pro- 
hibiting all i<crsons not employed to the Navy- 
Yard from entering without a pass. All such 
found within its walls will he arrested and con- 
fined in ceils until their cases can be investi- 
gated. 

A special to the Commercial from Washing- 
ton says: There arc no fears of a diplomatic 
rupture with Brazil. Gen. Webb took steps 
immediately upon the seizure of the pirate to 
aliay any ill-leelings on the part of Brazil and 
render an adjustment ol tlie difficulty certain. 

It is believed here that in a lew days we shall 
hare intelligence direct from Gen. Sherman by 
wav ol Savannah or Charleston. 

The friends of Mr. Chase have giTen un all 
hoi* of his appointment to the Chief Justice- 
ship. 

NAsirvn.t-K, Nov. 28. 

There has been nothing from Hood’s army or 
our front since yesterday evening. The wires 
are down. Hood made an assault on our 
works at Columbia, south of Duck river, on 
Saturday, and was repulsed. A small portion 
of ret el cavalry had suecceeded in crossing 
Duck river. _ Hood has made no further devel- 
opment of his plans. Thus far he has accom- 
plished nothing further than to conscript some 
ol his dear Iricnds. 

There is no foundation for the rumor of the 
evacuation of Johtisonville, except a proper pre- 
paration for possible contingencies. 

The military situation here is satisfactory to 
the authorities. The impression gains ground 
that Hood will move east across the Chatta- 
nooga road, possibly w ith the hope of accom- 
plishing something by co-ojieratmg with 
Breckinridge. 

Boston, Nov. 28. 

The captured officers and men of tbe pirate 
Florida have been sent to Fort Warren. Major- 
General Conch lias been transferred from the 
IKpartmcnt of the Susquehanna to report to 
General Thomas. He left to-dav for Tennes- 
see. Nearly all tlie factories and'mills in Law- 
rence have stopped running, owing to a break 
to the canal. Repairs are l*cing ranidly made, 
and they will 6oon resume work. 

_ New York, Nov. 28. 

Great excitement still exists concerning tlie 
attempt to burn the city. No new developments 
hate l*etu made. Five arrests have thus tar 
Uen made. The paf*ers are recommend in-' an 
* Her of a sufficiently large rew ard to induce 
w me of the conspirators to reveal the plot. 

It will he necessary to dock the iron-clad Dic- 
tator to remove the sand and weeds from her 
rudder. She is Iring at her anchorage, burning 
her coal to lighten her. 

A large number of Southerners to the citv 
have enrolled their names at General Dix f s 
headquarters. They were all privately exam- 
ined by the officers of General Dix’s staff. No 
oath of allegiance was administered, thev all 
claiming to he citizens of the United States’ and 
Union men. 

Richmond papers contain aeeonnts of the 
suffering at the South during the recent cold 
snap. At the rebel capital, w ood was selling at 
one hundred dollars per cord last week. It has 
been difficult to procure fuel even at this price. 
On Thursday three women were liefore the 
Richmond Police Court, accused of having dis- 
mantled the Louse which thev lived to for luel, 
burning the doors, shutters, and window-blinds. 

A Washington special says the Government 
has become aware of a rebeltooendiary plot. 

The World s Washington special 6ays: Ad- 
vice* from the army of the Potomac is unim- 
I >o riant. Tlie mail-boat to-day brought up sixty 
prisoners. Two officers, who deserted on Satur- 
day, have been committed to prison, charged 
with being spies. The Navy Department re- 
ceived a batch of Southern papers via Savannah. 

Tlie Augusta papers do not regard tbe cavalry 
fight which occurred on Oconiee river in half so 
favorable light for the Confederacy os the Rich- 
mond papers. It was a very small affair. 

The Columbia Georgian slate* that there are 
4.000 deserters from the rebel armv to South 
Carolina. 

Tbe Commissioners of Internal Revenue de- 
cide that all persons selling various kinds of 
bitter* must take out dealer’s license; also de- 
cide that State bank* must pav a monthly tax of 
one-sixth per cent on circulation, about the 
average of 6ix months prior to Julv 1st, 1864. 
Notwithstanding the increase may ’ arise from 
increased capita)

Thev had an interview with the 
President and Secr etary of War. 



Tl\e Richmond Sentiucl of llie 23th says: 
Nothing unusual occurred yesterday or day be- 
fore around Richmond. The army is now re- 
ceiving supplies of clothing, shoe* and blanket*. 

The Richmond Enquirer of Saturday advo- 
cates the passage of a bill to provide uniforms 
and < lothing for officers holding rank inferior 
to a Brigadier -General. It take* ground that 
their pay is insufficient to feed them and pay 
for their" clothing. In a majority of cases their 
clothing is purchased by their friend*, or the 
money is borrowed. It conclude* by saying: 

A General’s pay in gold for one month would 
do m* >re to support a man or officer than twelve 
months’ pay in tlie present currency. We 
should advise every officer and soldier to take 
j one month’s pay in gold, and give a receipt for 
i all pay during the remainder of the war. It 
I would l>e economy on the part of the Govern- 
ment, and sound police. We hope Congress 
will pass a bill to provide uniforms. 

An association has been formed in Richmond 
which projioses to furnish all the prisons as 
much soup as they need at 25c a quart. They 
commence distributing it on the 1st of Decem- 
ber. 

The Whig of tbe 26tli says there arc at least 
one hundred weddings in high life to come off 
between that date and Christmas. 

In tbe rebel Congress a resolution was offer- 
ed by Mr. Leach, of North Carolina, concilia- 
tory’ to the United States Government, favor- 
ing pacific measures as the basis of a recogni- 
tion, which was unanimously rejected. During 
the few remarks made after the rejection Mr. 
Leech said he did not believe there was a mem- 
ber present who represented the true opinion of 
his c< .i.-tituents, who desired peace on any other 
terms than recognition by the North of the in- 
dcpendcnce of the South. His remarks created 
applause in the galleries. 

The bill provided for the recovery of the cur- 
rency from depreciation by exemption from 
taxation. 

The Richmond Dispatch, in an editorial, fa- 
vors the appointment of Gen. Lee as Military 
Adviser to Congress, with the understanding 
that Lis decisions will always be abided by. It 
also favors the granting of plenary power to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Gen. j. n. Winder has been appointed Com- 
manding General of prisoners. AH men and of- 
ficers on duly in the various military prisons arc 
placed under his command. 

The Legislature of Alabama convened on the 
lGth, but neither House had a quorum. 

A correspondent of the Mobile Register de- 
scribes the gun factorv at Montgomery. It is 
turning out large supplies of arms for the rebel 
Government. 

The rebel troops in Alabama are said to be 
suffering greatly for the want of clothing. In 
one company twenty-four men were barefooted. 

The Columbia Guardian mentions the daring 
and ingenious, but unsuccessful attempt of the 
Yankee prisoners in that city to escape. 

John Mitchell challenged Foote, and Swan 
quarreled on their own account. The affair 
was settled in the Police Court on the 23il. 
Foote and Swan were bound in $50,000 each, 
and Mitchell in $2,000, to keep the peace for 
twelve months. 

The correspondent of the Mobile Register 
says tbe crop* in Northwest Mississippi are a 
failure. Most counties made only corn enough 
for their own use. 

A Newbern (N. C.) despatch of tlie 26th says: 
A fire lure lost Saturday night dertroyed twen- 
ty buildings, mostly business houses, some con- 
taining large stocks of military goods. 

New York, Nov. 28 . 

The Times Washington special says Beaure- 
gard’s army consists of 25,000 infantry, and li,- 
OOO cavalry. 

The Palmetto Herald gives a list of the Union 
officers who escaped from C olumbia, 8. C., and 
who have arrived inside our lines. Among them 
are: Captain J. G. Paston, 13th Tennessee 

cavalry; Captain W. F. Pettlbone, 13th Ohio in- 
fantry ; Captain G. W. Smith, 16th Iowa infan- 
try: Captain W. J. RanDel*. 25th Ohio infantrv; 
Lieutenant J. G. Elder, 11th Ohio infantry. 
These officers confirm the statements of the 
prisoners who have previously arrived in regard 
to the treatment of our prisoners at Charleston. 
They were treated better than any other place 
at Macon. They w ere badly treated at Colum- 
bia; their treatment there was almost unendu- 
rable. They were placed under fire in Charles- 
ton on tlie’ 2*tli of July, and remained there 
sixty-four days. On the 1th of November, 1.800 
started for Columbia, but only about 1,500 
reached there; the rest escar*ed on the wav. At 
Columbia, they received no meat, and their food 
was exclusively cornmcal and sorghum. Thev 
were provided’ with no cooking utensils, and 
pit pared their food with such articles as they 
could obtain. They were placed in an open lot, 
surrounded by woods, with no shelter aud no 
conveniences or comforts. Captain Paston was 
captured at Fort Pillow on the 12th of April. 
He says the accounts of the massacre are verv 
comet, hut believes that discrimination was 
made betw een the white and colored troops, as 
very few white tngops were massacred. In the 
vote taken for President at Columbia on tlie 
20th of October, S»31 votes were cast for Lin- 
coln, and 143 for McClellan. 

Tlie Commercial's City Point letter savs of 
Butler's t anal, at Dutch Gap: It is in an ad- 
vanced stage of construction. The lower half 
has leen finished and dredged out at its 
entrance. The greater part of the 2d section 
has been cut down below the water line. 
Toward the upper end of the bank from five to 
twenty let t thick has been left to keep off the 
current. The canal will be five hundred feet 
long, including diedging, live hundred and 
fifty breadths at the top, one hundred and 
twenty-five at the bottom, sixty-five at the sides, 
having veiy steep slopes. It will have fifteen 
feet of water in low tides. This short cut will 
su\e navigation seven miles. 

The Herald's Army of the Potomac special 
gives an account of Thanksgiving day at various 
camps, but contains no news of si>ecial impor- 
tance, it says: The canal at Dutch Gap is most 
ready for opening. The Chief Commissary of 
Sheridan's army announces the distribution of 
!i O00 pound* ’of poultry' to the troop* on 
Thanksgiving dav. 

The World's Army of the Potomac says: 
Within the last few days wc have been reeeiviug 
a greatly increased number of deserters from 
the enemy. Thev corroborate the statements 
that Lee's army Is sadly demoralized by deser- 
tion. Those trusted on picket duty are gener- 
ally from North Carolina and Alabama regi- 
ments. Tbry state that the Richmond authori- 
ties are apparently in the dark about Sherman's 
movement, aud extremely apprehensive that he 
will strike some unguarded jsoint where they 
lcart expect it. This terror Las caused them 
to increase their force along the line of the 
Di.nville railroad, and extend their cavalry 
pickets. The relul authorities say that Sherman 
may attempt to form a junction with this army 
or with Sheridan. 

The Herald's special says: By news from 
Washington, there can be no doubt that the 
Administration Issued orders for the surrender 
of the Florida and her crew to the authorities of 
Brazil. 

It is reported from Paris that the King of the 
Sandwich J-lands lias sent an embassy to 
France to *av he w ould gladly accept the prop- 
osition of Napoleon giving him charge of the 
. territorv on promise of support. 

The British war corvette Scout has been se- 
lected by the Admiralty to have her midship 
side* protected by chain’ cable on a plan similar 
to that adopted by the Keareage when to action 
with the Alabama. 

Tlie Times this morning gives a list of 3,000 
Union prisoners who have died under the priva- 
tions and cruelties of the prison at Anderson- 
ville. It also publishes the protestations of the 
rebel surgeons against cruelties to prisoners. 

The Tribunc'6 Army of the Potomac special 
says: The statement in Georgia papers lately 
that the rebel Congress passed an act to pav 
Jeff Davi* his salary in gold was untrue. We 
have positive information that tbe rebel Con- 
gress in secret session passed an act that there 
ha* been discovered a wide-spread conspiracy 
in the 8outh to overthrow the Richmond gov- 
ernment. Many arrests in North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, and Virginia, have 
been made. 

The discovery created considerable consterna- 
tion. Almost the first business of the Confede- 
rate government after assembling was discussed 
in secret session to take measures to counteract 
tbe danger of the use of some shells, recently of 
extraordinary inflammable power, and has dem- 
onstrated the feasibility of reducing to ashes 
cither Petersburg or Richmond. 

The guns now on tlie way here will throw 
shells into Richmond. From our batteries in 
front of the 18th corps the distance is seven 
miles. With guns in position, and projectiles 
prepared, our gunners can destroy Richmond in 
forty-eight hours. A particular’ kind of shells 
have been prepared, and in this consists the 
main feature of the proposed plan. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 29. 

The Commercial’s Washington despatch lia£ 
the follow ing of affair* at Richmond: “The 

bcntiiit l of the 25th has the following: Nothing 
unusual occurred yesterday or day before below 
Richmond. We have received report* in North- - 
ern papers of the near completion of the Dutch 
Gap Canal. This canal is an improvement 
much needed, and will l>e of signal benefit to 
those ol our < itizens engaged in navigating the 
James river w hen the enemy are driven from 
V irginia, our independmse achieved, and oar 
j*orts epeued to the commerce of the world. 
It w ill prove of little use to the enemy in their 
o}'eratiou* against Richmond. Our troops are 
in fine condition. Clothing, blankets, and 
shoes are daily bring issued to them, and full 
rations o flour, meat— t»ecf or bacon— sweet po- 
tatoes, sugar, molasses, coffee, rice, salt Ac 
are given them. ’ ■ 

In tbe rebel Congress, on Fridav, resolutions 
" ere offered by Mr Leech, of North Carolina 
conciliatory to the United States, and favorin<* 
pacific measures on a basis of recognition of 
Mate Rights aud tbe original status of slavery 
They were unanimously rejected. 

During a few remarks made aftei the rejec-

Tlie panic created both in Georgia and South 
Carolina by the march of the irresistible con- 
queror is something which has had no parallel 
during the war. 

A leva- en masse of the Georgia and South 
Carolina militia had been ordered out, and des- 
perate efforts were being made to concentrate 
at Augusta an army sufficient to present some 
cpj'ositlon to Sherman’s adraceing columns. 

The Augusta ConstitntiaiiUist of the 22d, savs 
a raiding party of the enemy tapped the road 
some mile* cast of Macon, and destroyed a lum- 
ber train. The freight trains were turned back 
in haste. 

Heavy cannonading and musketry firing were 
heard east of Gordon.

Every- 
thing of value was brought away. 

The Augusta Despatch of the 21st savs: The 
movement of Sherman on Milledgeville was a 
feint for the purpose of eoneentratingonr forces 
there, and this raid on the Central Railroad was 
for tbe purpose of keeping them there, while 
the whole force of the enemy moved upon and 
captured Augusta or Savannah. 

The Augusta Constitionalist gives the progress 
of a column under Slocum. 

About 1, COO cavalry visited Madison on the 
Georgia State Road,’ and burned it. On the 
19th an engine wa* sent np the road, and found 
the enemy at Buck’s Head, eleven miles nearer 
to Augusta. On the 19th some of our men were 
75 miles from Augusta, probably a raiding 
party. 

1 he Augusta Chronicle of the 20th says a large 
cavalry force left Greenville. S. C., going aero** 
the country is the direction of Atlanta, with a 
view of cutting off the Yankee column moving 
down the Georgia road in that direction. 

It is said Breckinridge was to leave upper East 
1 Tennessee, with bis troops on the 12th, for the 
Georgia line. With Hood in his rear, Breckin- 
ridge on his flanks, and 110,000 veteran troops 
! in Ids front, Sherman cannot escape. 

The Augusta Constitutionalist says: As wc 
write the glad and familiar shout*" of veteran 
troops just arriving from the South Carolina 
depot come* up from the streets. If Sherman's 
men retreat this way they will hear the whistle 
of bullets from the trusty guns which have eften 
been pointed at the fanatics on the banks of the 
Potomac and James. Before our readers see 
this other glad shouts will be heard in our 
street*. 

The Macon Confederate of the 20th says: 
General Hardee arrived here this morning. 
General Beauregard will probably be here to- 
morrow. Since the date of the’ above, com- 
munication With the east ha* been cut off by 
Sherman, and both Hardee and Beauregard are 
left in tlie rear of Sherman. 

Richmond papers of the 25th and 26th say 
tliev lmve encouraging new* from Georgia, hut 
w ill not pdhlish it. Still they assure their read- 
ers that the official advices from Georgia are as 
favorablo as they could expect. 

The Hcrnld's’Wasliington special says nego- 
tiations has been had there of the formation a 
peace party in Alabama, Georgia, and Mississip- 
pi, for the rcadmission of those State*. A small 
engagement took place on Sunday at Moorfield 
Va., in which tbe rebel* lost twenty men. 

It is also said that 1,500 rebels had made their 
appearance at New Creek. Tins is very doubt- 
ful. since Washington specials sav that on the 
4th inst Colonel Baker informed General Dix of 
the plot to born New York, and a man named 
Wood*, cognizant of the plot, was arrested anil 
sent to Fort Lafayette. The day after election 
he wa* released, and has not beeu seen since. 

Washington, Nov. 29. 

Tbe rebel ex-Gen. Roger A. Pryor, serving as 
a private soldier in the Confederate armv. was 
captured la*t Friday by our pickets while at- 
tempting to exchange papers. 

This was done in retaliation for the recent 
capture of Captain Bur bridge by the rebel 
pickets. Pryor says Lee issued an order for the 
return of Captain Burbridge on Saturday, and 
Prior will probably be returned as soon as 
Burbridge arrives. Since Pryor's capture Bur- 
bridge has been dismissed from tbe army 
for disoleying orders and forbidding the 
exchange of papers or holding intercourse with 
the enemy under any pretext. Pryor is now in 
the Old Capitol prison. 

News from the Army of the Potomac up to 
Sunday state* that the usual amount of picket 
tiring w as going on. Even thing else was quiet. 
Con.-idernble cannonading and picket tiring iu 
Butler's department. 

New York, Nov. 29. 

The Augusta Constitutionalist of the 22d, ad- 
vises the people to cut down the trees to impede 
Sherman a march if possible, burn every thing 
that man or beast can eat, and drive the stock 
into the swamps. It says that troops have al- 
ready arrived from Virginia, and more are on 
tlie way, and says delay would be fatal to Sher- 
man. 

The Savannah News of the same date gives 
similar advice. 

The Herald’s special says: Gov, Brown’s pro- 
clamation iu full, calling out the Georgia mili- 
tia is lengthy aud peremptory. Gen. Meigs's 
order. Impressing all the citizens of Augusta 
and vicinity, ordering all bar-rooms closed, and 
business suspended, is published. One artillery 
company of citizens was organized. All the 
printers and editors in Augusta had been organ- 
ized into a company called tbe Press Guard. 

Whitter’s cavalry was ordered to rendezvous 
at Macon. The members of the Georgia Legis- 
lature were arrested, and efforts made to put 
them in the rank*, hut they managed to escape. 

Tlie Richmond Whig of the 2<»th ha* an arti- 
cle on the worthlessness of Richmond to either 
.army. It says there never was greater anxiety 
than Yankee belief that the capture of Rich- 
mond will ruin the 'Confedcracv. The moral 
effect of its fall would for a while certainly be 
great, but there would be couutervaling advan- 
tage* that would more than ontweigh it. It 
would relieve General Lee's army, who, then, 
having no capital to defend, could manteuvre as 
it pleased. 

The Tril uuc thinks this article preliminary to 
tlie evacuation of the rebel capital. 

The Sentinel has a long article, in which it 
praises the personal and soldierly qualities of 
Grant and Sherman. 

The Richmond Dispatch says: Gen. Gillem is 
in a critical situation at Knoxville, and cannot 
receive any reinforcements, as they have all 
been sent to Thomas. 

The Brazil (Tern.) Register in its account of 
tlie fight between a Union force and Breckin- 
ridge, at Strawberry Plains, East Tennessee, 
says: The Yankee (negro) soldiers suffered 
seriously. Three hundred are reported killed. 
Breckinridge and Vaughan hare the Yankees 
again surrounded at Strawberry Plains. 

The same sheet gives the accounts of the de- 
feat of General Williams by Breckinridge’s 
force, near Morristown, East Tennessee. It savs: 
Vaughan’s and Drake’s cavalry have pursued 
the Yankees, routed their whole force, and cap- 
tured all their transportation and artillery, con- 
sisting of seventy wagons, six Parrot guns, and 
ammunition enough for a campaign, witii 
eighteen stand* of color*, three hundred and 
sixteen prisoner*, and two hundred mules. 

Washington, Nov. 29. 

Nothing additional of Sherman’* movements 
ha* been received here to-dav. There are no 
pa]>crs published in Richmond on Sunday morn- 
ing, and Monday’s papers arc iiot due liere un- 
til to-morrow morning. 

The rebel pickets maintain silence as to the 
Richmoud papers on military matters. 

The minimum standard of height for recruits 
for volunteer service has been fixed by the Sec- 
retary of War at five feet three inches, as here- 
tofore established- Tlie Naval Department has 
ordered Volunteer Lieutenant G. M. D. Patter- 
son and Master L. Bartholomew to Cairo for 
duty under Admiral Lee to the Mississippi 
Squadron. 

A new revenue cutter for Lake Erie is under- 
stood to l* completed. 

No further information has been received rel- 
ative to the sinking of tlie Florida. She lies off 
Newi«jrt News, in water so deep that it is 
doubtful if she can be raised, as she was wholly 
unscaw ortby. Probably no effort will be male 
to do so. 

General Hancock, who is to have command 
of the 1st corps, w hich is to be raided in obedi- 
ence to general orders issued yesterday from 
the War Department, will in a few days estab- 
lish bi* headquarters here. 

Tbe War Department has issued orders that 
all enlisted men, at the expiration of their term 
of service, must be mustered and paid on the 
mutter-out rolls and on the statements of regi- 
mental officers only. 

Tlie exceptions are men discharged by special 
order for disability, or discharged in hospitals on 
expiration of their term of service, as unable to 
travel. 

8peeial advices from the Army of the Potomac 
state that General Roger Pryor, now a private 
soldier, was captured by our pickets on Sun- 
day, w bile attempting ail exchange of newspa- 
pers. 

He claims that one of our pickets gave the 
usual sign for such an exchange, which he ac- 
cepted, and, advancing to within range of our 
pickets, was obliged to surrender. 

His capture is fully satisfied by our officers, 
who states that this trick was practised bv the 
rebels some days since in the capture of Capt. 
Bnrridge, of the 36th Massachusetts, who was 
di.-missed from Die service after his capture, for 
violating orders of Gen. Meade and regarding 
an exchange of newspapers. Pryor says that 
orders were issued for the release of Burridge 
by Gen. Lee on Sunday, and that had not he 
(Pryor) been captured on Monday, Burridge 
would have been sent over. It is said that 
Pryor will be sent back on Burridge's release. 
The former came np on the mall boat to-day, 
and was committed to the old capital. 

On the way tip, the passengers report, he was 
feted by our officers to private, that his auto- 
graph was solicited and obtained, and that 
other courtesies took place. He conversed 
freely on politics, but persistently declined to 
give any information which the reliel authorities 
had received from Gen. Sherman's movements 
in Georgia. On Sunday morning there was 
some cheering along the rebel lines, but its 
cause was unknown. Picket firing on onr left 
aud on out extreme right, in front of Butler, 



was very animated during Sunday an 1 yesterday 
morning. 

Cairo, Nov. 29. 

The following despatch from Brig. Gen. A. J. 
Lee fully explains the result of the recent raid 
in Mississippi, under his command, six miles 
t ,i>t of Port Hudson. Nov. 21 1*61: 

Ilrig.-Gtm. Hut ton:

I have captured two hundred pri-oncre, includ 
ing twenty-live commissioned officers. We had 
a strong light at Libcrtv, Miss., in which we 
whipped the enemy, badly.

Brig.-Gcn. Lee, With his whole command, 
prisoness nnd captures as previously reported, 
have just arrived in Baton Rouge. 

Washington, Nov. 29. 

The President has issued a proclamation that 
the treaty between the United States and the 
King of Belgium for the extinguishment of the 
Scheldt dues, has been duly received by both 
sides. 

Another proclamation announces the ex- 
change of ratifications !>etween the same na- 
tions by new stipulations in regard to the treaty 
of commerce and navigation of July, 1856. 

Washington special* say Wilmington {>apcrs 
of the 15th state that the blockade is more strict 
than ever before. They say that several block- 
ade- runners are awaiting an opportunity to run 
out. The loss bf their vessels during the last 
four months has been so great that one leading 
lionse is nlKHit to give up the business. 

Attornev-General Bates will leave here on 
Friday, lie will spend some time in New York. 

New York, Nov. 30. 

The World’s Armv of the Potormic corres- 
pondent. speaking of tbe capture of Roger A. 
1’ryor. says: Pryor appears very sanguine of 
the ultimate success of the rebellion, and ridi- 
cules the idea of our putting faith iu the state- 
ments of deserters aud refugees. 

He does appear to he much east down by his 
present misadventure but regards tbe means 
used to secure bis eapturejas not strictly in ac- 
cordance w ith the code of honor, and as he has 
used his influence to secure the release of Bur- 
bridge and prevent the recurrence of such cap- 
tv. - by tbe rebels. He was dunged but little 
in appearance since I last saw him in Washing- 
ton. 

He contends that the election of Lincoln is 
ju*t what the South wished; and, although ap- 
prehensive that it may prolong the war another 
four year*, declares that it has united their peo- 
ple and rendered the probabilities of their ulti- 
mate success much greater. He would give no 
information about Sherman or the operations 
in the Shenandoah Valley, and was indisposed 
Ur converse upon any subject connected with 
army movements. 

The Times’ Washington special says Hood’s 
movements in Tennessee seem to reveal the in- 
tention of making his way in East Tennessee. 
The line on which be is moving would indicate 
an attempt to turn Nashville on the east side, 
and make his way to form a junction with Breck- 
inridge. It is believed he will then essay the 
capture of Knoxville, which will give him rail- 
road communication via Ead Tennessee and the 
valley with Lynchburg and Richmond. 

The successful issue of Sherman’s move will 
sever communication between the two rebel 
armies. Hood’s pwesent campaign seems to be 
directed toward securing such communication 
by the line mentioned. 

’ Hood’s army in tiffs case would be in a posi- 
tion to join Lee’s, should this move become ad- 
visable. 

W ashing von, Nov. 30. 

The subscription to the 7-30 loan for the past 
week amounted to three and a half millions of 
dollars. 

Some of the recently exchanged prisoners 
from Savannah, arrived here, state that the peo- 
ple intimated that they were forced under 
Beauregard and Johnston at Macon and 
Augusta to oppose Sherman, but did not be- 
lieve he would encounter them in that vicinity. 
It is also stated that a strong force of cavalry is 
following Sherman, and it is not impossible that 
Forrest may ere long hang like a wolf on his 
rear md lank. 

Halifax, Nov. 29. 

The steamer Delta arrived here from Bermu- 
da on the 26th. The pirate C’hiekamauga had 
urrived at Wilmington after a slight brush 
with the tlockaders, and the steamer Talla- 
hassee was safely In port and would leave 
in a lew davs with* a cargo of cotton for Ber- 
muda. There were a number of biockade run- 
nels ut Nassau on the 12th. 

New York, Nov. 30. 

The steamer Australasian took out $1,600,000 
in gold to-day. A letter from Morganza, La., 
dated the 17th, states that the report of the cap- 
ture of this gairi.-on by the rebel Gen. Buckner 
is false. No attack even was made. 

Nashville, Not. 30. 

Tlie train arrived here last night from Chatta- 
noega with a few wounded men and several 
rebel prisoners, among the latter Brig. Gen. 
Young, of Cheatham’s command. There are 
no breaks on the Chattanooga road, though par- 
ties of reliel cavalry are prowling near the line. 
Five hundred crossed the track near I.avergne 
last night fifteen miles south of Nashville. 

The garrison at Shelhyviilc was attacked bv 
a body of rebel cavalry on Monday, but after 
some severe skirmishing the rebels retreated. 

Skirmishing at the front is of daily occur- 
rence. 

There is no change in Hood’s position. In 
every skirmish so far the Federals appear to 
have had tbe advantage. 

Our forces have evacuated fShelbvville, and it 
is now in the hands of the rebels. 

Opinions are rife ns to Hood's intentions. 
Ample preparations have been made and are 
making to defend Nashville should he attempt 
its capture. 

Nbw York, Nov. 30. 

Tlie mahogany lumber-yard of Ogden A Co., 
which was nearly destroyed by lire early to-dav, 
occupied one-third or the block on Washington 
street, between Hubert and B ach, and extend- 
ed through to West street, occupying the whole 
block on Hubert street, between Washington 
and West street The yard was filled with an 
immense stock of mahogany and movable 
lumlicr, valued at one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars. The fire was first discovered in the 
centre of the yard by Sergeant FaireL who at 
once gave the alarm. The origin of the lire is 
still a mystery, although, from an investigation 
made, there is no doubt that it was incendiarv, 
and but another act in the diabolical plot to lav 
the city in ashes. There are no lights used in 
the yard, which is strictly watched and guarded. 
It is supposed that some combustible material 
was thrown bv the incendiary into the midst of 
the lumber. In the vicinity of the yard, within 
a half block, is an immense Government ware- 
house, one of the largest in the eitv. No access 
could be gained to it, there being an armed 
guard constantly on duty. By setting fire to 
tbe lumber-' ard,’ the whole block, Including the 
warehouse, was endangered, aud it was ap- 
proaching a miracle that anv portion was saved. 
Strenuous efforts are being made to discover the 
incendiary, but no clue has been obtained that 
may lead to identification. 

The steamer Fort Morgan, from the blockad- 
ing squadron, arrived this evening. 

Only four hundred Southerners have as vet 
registered their names with General Dix. 

Tho British steamer Salent left for Vera Cruz 
vesterday. Among her passengers is Baron 
\VTttersUdt, Minister from Sweden at Washing- 
ton, w ho goes to Mexico to officially recognize 
the Empire. 

The new British Consul for Cuba, Mr. Bunde, 
arrived yesterday. 

Rumor says that seven thousand Dominicans 
were captured at St. Domingo City, after over- 
powering the garrL-on. 

The Cemmereial’s Washington special savs: 
Pryor’s report of the capture of Macon is hot 
credited, as Sherman had cut communication 
with that place, and the rebels at Richmond 
could have no information of the matter. Sher- 
man probably avoided Macon and Augusta, and 
is thought to be marching to the seacoast. 
The rebels are doing all they ean to impede 
his progress. 

The Post’s Washington special says: Rich- 
mond papers of Monday are silent respecting 
8herman's movement*, but they show the rebels 
to be in great trepidation. There is every rea- 
son to believe that Sherman is making his way 
triumphantly to the seacoast. 

New York, Nov. 39. 

The Herald’s army of the Potomac corre- 
spondent says: More firing than usual was in- 
dulged in on the 27th. In the evening the 
rebels fired frem the advanced point of their 
new line, just beyond the famous Bermuda 
Hundred. Two of our gunboats replied, and 
tbe allair concluded. On the 26th firing was 
quite brisk; musketry participated, but no bat- 
tle ensued. 

The rebel deserters report that Gen. Ewell’s 
corps ha* gone South. Throughout all the 27th 
the rebels firing on Dutch Gap was uncom- 
monly heavy and persistent. No damage was 
done. 

General Butler has issued an order that Major 
White, of the 81*t New York, cannot have the 
place of sutler in his armv. He savs that field 
officers leaving the service voluntarily cannot 
take the place of blacks here. If they have ms 
more respect for the service they have lett, they 
will find the officers here have. White was sent 
out of the department. 

Although in some instances the turkeys did 
not reach the soldiers in time for diuncr on 
Thursday, they did the next day, and tlie sol- 
diers ate them with as much relish and thankful- 
ness. 

Roger A. Pryor arrived here tiffs morning, and 
was taken to Fort Lafayette. He contradicts 
the report that he had said Macon and Milledge- 
vilie had lieen captured, nnd that Augusta hod 
probably fallen. He says Sherman is the ablest 
officer in our army, and that the South has more 
to fear from his movements than those in prog- 
ress elsewhere. As to the Southern refugees 
in this city he said they had acted disgracefully. 

A remonstrance ha* been received by the 
Chamber of Commerce from the merchants of 
Bahia against paving $500,000 reward for 
the capture of the Florida. 

Among the significant articles to the rebel 
newspapers is one in the Whig of the 20th inst., 
urging the little real importance to the C’onfed- 
eraev of Richmond. This is evidently put forth 
to check the shock that its fall will produce. 

Wood is $100 per cord in Richmond, and 
manv families are without fuel. 

B\ the steamer Fort Morgan we have late ad- 
vice* fi om the Gulf. Five of our gunboat* lie 
in Mobile Bay only three miles from the city. 
Tlie rebels have important earthworks a little 
below the city at Dog river bar. 

Lawlessness prevails at Bagdad, on the Mexi- 
can side of the Rio Grande. 

Tbe expeditionary Union forces under Lient. 
Col. Sterling, of the 2d Maine cavalry, lately 
captured a company of rel*els and a number of 
small arms at Barren Bridge. 



Newi-.ki!*, Nov. 25. 

It is reported that all the available rebel forces 
at Wilmington and other points in this Stole are 
moving to the assistance of Georgia. General 
Grigg ha* been assigned to tbe department of 
North Carolina, which constitutes his command. 
The rebel paper* in this State report the aban- 
donment of the Wilmington expedition by the 
Union forces, which appears to give them great 
relief. Governor Vance is figuring for admis- 
sion into the rebel Senate, with prospects of • 
success. 

St Lons, Nov. 36. 

A despatch from Gen. Lee to Gen. Burton 
gives tlie following as the result of hi* recent 
raid into Mississippi. I captured two hundred 
prisoners, including twenty-five officers, three 
pieces artillery, all of Gen. Hodge’s staff, six to 
e'f'Lt hundred horses and mules, ridden by ne- 
groes, and destroyed large quantities of stores 
along the New Orleans and Jackson Railroad. 
Lee hod a sharp fight at Liberty, in which iae 
enemy was badiy whipped. 

Toronto, C. W.. Nov. 30. 
Bill, alias Burt, Barley was before the court 
to-day. The particular charge against him wa* 
abandoned, and he was discharged. He was at 
once rearrested on a fresh warrant, charging 
him with being connected with the Lake Erie 
piratical affair. He will be brought in court 
again to-morrow. 

Washington, Not. 36. 

The mail steamer from City Point reports that 
heavy artillery and musket firing was heard 
early yesterday morning on the north side of 
James river, in tlie vicinity of Dutch Gap. The 
gunboats were also supposed to be at work. 
Firing had nearly ceased at 11 o'clock. No 
particulars received. 

Nashville, Nov. 30. 

The army movements for the past few days 
have been simply for position. The Federal 
forces have not retreated except to improve 
their location. We occupr Franklin to-day, but 
will probably select a position for battle much 
nearer Nashville. Skirmishing baa occurred, 
w ith little or no advantage to cither side. The 
probabilities are that the battle will be fought 
within the next forty-eight hours. Our forces 
are in eager expectation, and the Generals are 
hopeful and confident. Large accessions of 
troop* hare reached here, who have been sent 
to advantageous position*. Small detachments 
of rebel cavalry are operating not far from 
Nashville, doing, however, no great damage. 
Railroad communication with Chattanooga is 
intact, and train* are running regularly. There 
is much excitement among the citizens on ac- 
count of the near approach of Hood’s arm*. 
Major-General A. J. Smith’s corps reached here 
to-night. 

New York, Not. 36. 

There were no important discoveries made 
by the police within the past day or two in re- 
gard to the plot to tire the city. The authori- 
ties are making attire exertions. The Mavor 
to-day issued a proclamation, offering a reward 
of $5,000 for the detection of one or more of 
the incendiaries. The rewards now offdbed 
amount to $25,000. On Monday a torpedo was 
found in one of the berths of the Sound steamer 
City of New London. A fo*e had been lighted, 
but became extinguished. It is though the tor- 
pt'do vra* placed on board just before the I 
steamer started for New York. 

On Saturday night, the Canada papers an- i 
non need that the officer* depntled to examine 
the Canadian and American frontier, an l to re- 
port on the system of defence, reported that 
Canada ban be effectively defended by a moder- 
ate force against aggression, and have devised a 
scheme for its defence, which lias been approved 
by the military authorities. 

Captain Hall’s Arctic expedition has been 
hr ard from. On the 27th of August, Captain 
Hall was at Rome’s 'Welcome, bound np. The 
vessels from Hudson Bay are all in for this rear. 
No further tidings from the expedition will !>o 
received till Scpti ruber. The Montiecilo will 
winter at tbe Two Brothers’ Bay, north of Ches- 
terfield Inlet, and the schooner at Marble 
Island. 

To-day, tire attachment against General But- 
ler was up before Judge Condoze. It was 
moved to transfer the case, from the State to the 
Federal authorities, but the motion was opposed 
by Judge Pierpont, for the New Orleans plain- 
tiff*. 

The Post contains a long article on blockade- 
running from Nassau. It says tlrat ves-els dear 
from New York for Havana and pnt into Nas- 
sau under tbe plea of distress, and tlie goods 
arc then loaded and shipi>cd on blockade-run- 
ners. 

It is openly boasted that the rebels, through 
merchants at Nassau, can get what goods they 
desire from us. Large quantities of pork are 
now being shipped to Havana, which is becom- 
ing a depot of the blockade runners. 

A correspondent of the Tribune, from the 
blockading licet off Wilmington, says a steamer 
recently run the blockade in open day, passing 
w ithfn sight of the whole fleet at anchor. 

The Times Army of the Potomac correspon- 
dent eaj s the recent attempt by the rebels to 
destroy a portion of our line bv damming the 
stream has thrown tlie water.baek through the 
bend on a portion of the rebel lines, and threat- 
ens serious damage to the military railroad, 
which extends two miles further on the left. 
Gen. Lee is building a railroad for the accom- 
modation of his cavalry. 

Nothing later from Sherman, no rebel papers 
having been received within the past fortv-eight 
hours. The very latest rebel intelligence from 
either column of Sherman’s army placed Gen. 
Slocum’s column at Greensboro, on the Georgia 
State Railroad, eighty-four miles west of Augus- 
ta, on the 20th. Geii. Howard’s column was at 
Toombsboro, on the Tennessee Railroad, two 
■ hundred and forty-live miles from Savannah, on 
tbe 22d. 

Both columns had crossed the Ocomulgeeand 
Oconee rivers, the two principal streams on the 
route of march, nnd were, at the dates men- 
tioned. fully halfway to Savannah. 

The World thinks it is not likely that Lee has 
sent a large force to Georgia, and" says the reb- 
els will have to rely on the levies called out by 
Gov. Brown, of Georgia, and Gov. Bonham*, 
of South Carolina, to reinforce tlie troops which 
have probably reached Augusta from the garri- 
sons at Savannah, Charleston, and Wilming- 
ton. 

The Herald’* Fortress Monroe special says: 
The Florida sank from unknown cause, but 
supposes she sprung aleak in the seams being 
weakened by a blow from the Wachusctt at the 
time she was captured. 

Tin-: Situation — Thomas and noon. — The 
litqpticn south of Nashville is growing more 
important and deeply interesting every day. 
Hood has aroused himself from his lethargy, 
and is steadily advancing his troops upon Gen. 
Thomas’s position. Both armies are active, 
'nd skilful mamruvres are being rapidly exe- 
cuted. Thomas, it appears, is to no great haste 
to offer battle. For the past week he has stu- 
diously avoided a general engagement, and has 
} een content to retire slowly before the threat- 
ening advance of Hood. Abandoning Pulaski, 
he concentrated his army upon the banks of 
uck river, leaving Hood to peaceable posses- 
on of tbe Tennessee. The rebel General has 
is eyes upon Nashville, and he is moving hi* 
°lumns in hopes of driving Thomas beyond 
** Cumberland. 

U is reported that our army has retired from 
J lumbia, and has taken position at Franklin. 
L he rebels meet us with a hostile front and 
‘createn our flanks. The movements of Thomas 
arc marked with the prudence so characteristic 
of the man, and to which he owes his fame and 
success as a General. He has not been driven 
from hi* several position*, but has and is slowly 
retiring at his leisure, flattering Hood by creat- 
ing an impression of weakness. A battle can- 
not much longer be delayed. The occasional 
faint boom of the distant cannon can already be 
heard in the streets of Nashville, and the retreat 
is at an end. Gen. Thomas is strong enough 
for battle, and he will fight to good pur- 
pose. lie will hurl bi* veteran divisions 
upon the half-clad and half-starved warriors of 
Hood, and strike dismay into the rank*. With- 
in the last forty-eight hours, our forces have 
been strongly reinforced, and the troops are 
eager for tbe fray. The rebel cavalry are try- 
ing to make their way to the Cumberland river, 
but even if they do reach the bank*, they will 
be unable to cross. Between Nashville and 
Fort Donelson the stream is alive with 
gunboats, and their guns frown a 
protection to every ford and ferry. No doubt 
Hood expect* the mounted column to effect a 
crossing and make a demonstration on the 
Nashville Railroad, but, if the gunboats keep on 
the alert, the rebels will fail in tbe undertaking. 
Gen. Thomas wants no more civilians at the 
front. He has issued orders that no more 
passes shall be given to citizens to go to Nash- 
ville. The wheels of travel are clogged. None 
but the military are now permitted to visit tlie 
capital of Tennessee. The startling reports of 
battle may flash over the wires at any hour. 
The crisis is at hand, aud soon the angry sky 
must burst into the fury of the storm. 

CjrA gang of guerillas, claiming to be Con- 
federate soldiers, passed through Bryantsville on 
the 27th. They robbed several citizens, among 
others Wm. Louse. They had a young man 
under guard who gave his name a* Geo. T. How- 
ard, and claimed to be a resident of Jefferson- 
ville, Iud. The outlaws said that he was a Col- 
onel to tbe Federal service and they were going 
to send him to Richmond. The gang left in the 
direction of Pound Gap. 

Jesse. — While in Newcastle on Thursday with 
a portion of his gang; Jesse conducted himself 
with great propriety. He did not plunder a 
store or steal a single horse. For once we can 
give him the credit of behaving after the fash- 
ion of a gentleman. What can the matter be? 
Ha* the horse-thief become a repentant sinner, 
or i* he playing the opossum? 

Rebel Prisoners -Fifty-three rebel enlisted 
men were sent under guard to Camp Douglas 
yesterday morning, from the Military Prison to 
this city. They are held as prisoners of war 
subject to exchange. Five rebel soldiers, pri- 
vates, captured from Hood's army, were receiv- 
ed in the city yesterday morning from Nashville. 



A Rebel Octrage. — On Saturday night lart, 
a gang of young rebel* from the upper end of 
Kenton county, Ky., and some that were im- 
ported from Grant county for the purpose, en- 
tered the village of Independence with the 
avowed intention, as they expressed it, of 
“cleaning out the d— d Lincolnitea.” They 
commenced their foray by hallooing for Jeff 
Davis, and abusing every one who had voted for 
Lincoln, declaring that their mission wa* to 
“whip all the d — d abolitionists in the town.” 
They knocked down Benjamin Wiltshire with a 
slnng-shot, beat Andrew Nicholson in a most 
shameful manner, and tonnuitted other outrage* 
too numerous to mention. There were thin s or 
forty of tin; scoundrels, ail ^Heffwiih revoiver* 
that they have been obtaining for sometime. 
Such a fore*, of course, could overcome the 
few Union men who are left in the village, a 
large proportion of the Union population hav- 
ing gone into the army. Some few Union men, 
however, stood up to them at the risk of their 
lives, and succeeded in checking the operation* 
of the dastardly scoundrels. Among these were 
Moges West and Frank Donnelly. Some of the 
raiders have been in the rebel service, and are 
shielding them.-clves under the amnesty procla 
math <n. One i* said to be liable to arrest for 
a«*isting deserters to escape, and one boasts that 
he has teen in the rebel service several time*, 
and returned without being molested. This i* 
tbe wav that the Union men of Kentucky are 
treated for standing up to the cause. 

A Rebel Raid on Siiinnston. — The Wheel- 
ing Intelligencer learn* from a gentleman who 
reside* in Shinnston, Harrison county, Virginia, 
that a rebel raid was made upon that place on 
Friday night last about nine o'clock. The reb- 
els, twelve in numlier, left their horses about a 
mile out of town and came Into the village on 
foot. They were suspected by a man who met 
them as they came into town and who gave the 
alarm. The rebel* fired several shot* in the 
direction of the men, and then proceeded to the 
store of Mr. E. Foreman. There were several 
persons in the store at the time, hat the reb- 
els drew their pistols and told the occupants to 
sit perfectly still and not open their months. 
Tliev then commenced to help themselves to the 
most valuable goods in the store — about five 
hundred dollar*’ worth — after which they left 
and went to the place where their hone* were 
hitched and rode off rapidly up Mud Lick creek 
in the direction of Webster. 

While the rebel* were in the store of Mr. 
Foreman, Mr. Fleming, ex-member of the Leg- 
islature happened to step In, when he was re- 
queued to take a seat and keep quiet. As he 
seemed inclined to hesitate, one of the thieve* 
presented a persuader to hi* breast in the shape 
of a pistol aud he was induced to comply. 

The scoundrels were lead by a man named 
AndersoD, who formerly resided in Shinnston, 
but who has been in the rebel army for Uireq 
year* or more. 

An Atte'iit to Release Rebel Horse 
Thieves. — For more than a week the Marion 
county (Virginia) jail has been guarded at night, 
under the apprehension that an effort would be 
made to rescue the rebel horse thieves therein 
confined. A few night* ago, says the Fairmont 
National, the guards discovered a suspicious 
character reconnoitring in close proximity to 
the building. The demand to halt was re- 
sponded to by a very rigorous effort to get out 
of musket range. The guard fired, but unfor- 
tunately missed the fleeing scoundrel, and he 
and his companions, who had been in reserve, 
were soon after heard to leave town a* fast as 
horses could carry them. It will be a very un- 
healthy experiment for less than one hundred 
cutthroats to attempt a raid on Fairmont, a* 
nearly every loyal man is armed and ready to 
respond at a moment's notice. 

Canadian Deken, ks. — The Canada papers *ey 
the Imperial officer* deputed to examine the 
Canadian and American frontier, and to report 
on a system of defence, have reported that Cana, 
da can he effectively defended by a moderate 
force against aggression; and have also devised 
a scheme of defence which has been approved 
by the military authorities at home, and is about 
to be carried oat a* far a* permanent work* are 
required. The scheme is based upon the theory 
that no campaign in Canada can be continued 
during the winter, aud include* the construc- 
tion of intrenched camps and other work* at 
vital points sufficient to arrest the progress of 
an invader, and compel him to resort to tedious 
siege operatioES by regular approaches. 

Reinstated. — An order was received from 
Gen. Fry, Provost Marshal General of the 
United State*, Tuesday, reinstating Capt. E. IL 
Samuel, a* Provost Marshal of the Sixth Con- 
gressional District of Kentucky. We under- 
stand that it is probable Capt. Samuel will re- 
sign the office.
